ROYAL Artillery gunners past

SHOPKEEPERS in the borough 
have been put on the alert to watch 
out for a banned and dangerous 
pesticide, which rogue suppliers 
might try to offer them. 

The product is called Sniper DDVP, 
and 11 100ml bottles were seized by 
Greenwich Trading Standards from a 
shop in Plumstead Road, Woolwich. 

The product is highly toxic, and 
banned because it can damage the 
human nervous system. There are also 
fears that it can cause cancer. 

It has been banned from general sale 
in the UK since 2002, and professional 
use of DDVP products were also 
banned from 2007. In 2012 the ban was 
applied across all European Union 
countries. 

Shops which sell illegal and 
unlicensed pest control products could 
be prosecuted, and the stocks seized. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s 
cabinet member for community safety 
and environment said: “We believe 
people may have been turning up and 
selling the substance shop-to-shop so 
shopkeepers need to be aware. Traders 
should avoid buying goods from people 
who call into their business uninvited. 
They should only source stock from 
traceable established businesses that 
provide invoices and receipts.” 


Shopkeepers are being asked to check 
any insect and pest control products 
they stock to see if the contents mention 
Dichlorvos or DDVP. If so, they should 
take it off the shelves and contact 
Trading Standards on 020 8921 8223 
for further advice. They should keep 
details such as receipts and invoices so 
the suppliers can be traced.

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New homes planning 
rules set to change 


PLANNING rules 
in the borough are 
set to change so 
that applications 
for new residentail 
developments 
can become more 
transparent. 

The council is proposing 
a new policy which will 
mean developers who put 
in residential planning 
applications that don’t 
meet the borough’s 
affordable housing target 
will have to make the 
reason why public. 

At the moment, 
developers are required 
to include at least 35 
per cent of affordable 
housing when they 
build new developments 
of more than ten new 
homes. But developers 
who claim this does not 
make business sense for 
them will now have to 
supply a viability study 
which can be viewed by 
members of the public. 

This study will then 


be assessed by an 
independent expert on 
behalf of the council, 
who then makes 
recommendations to the 
Planning Board. 

The council wants to 
introduce a new list 
of criteria that sets 
out what information 
should be provided when 
submitting a planning 
application. 

This includes the 
requirement to provide 
a fully public viability 
study for residential 
developments that are 
proposing less than 35 per 
cent affordable homes. 
This will then be subject 
to full public consultation 
as part of the planning 
application. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, 
the council’s cabinet 
member for regeneration 
and transport, said: “At 
the moment our hands 
are tied on affordable 
housing levels if the 
viability study shows 
a development won’t 


work financially with 
the levels of affordable 
housing we want. This 
will now allow the whole 
process to be far more 
transparent - making the 
viability studies publicly 
available as part of the 
planning document. 

“It means the Royal 
Borough and residents 
alike can see precisely 
why a developer might 
claim they cannot meet 
our affordable housing 
targets. 

“We believe we’re the 
first local authority in 
the country to be doing 
this - looking at policy 
which insists on these 
studies being in the 
public domain. We now 
want to hear what people 
think about this policy 
so please do give us your 
views.”
